worth of Baltimore and Ohio stock. 


Court adjourned without announcing 


a decision in the Union Pacific disso- 
lution matter. 


The new proposal was supplemental 


to the two plans recently submitted. 
The amount of stock involved in the 
exchange represents only fourteen per 
cent of the 
total Southern 
Pacific 
stock. 
The present holdings of the 


Union Pacific in Southern Pacific in 
common stock represents about $126,- 
000,000. 


N. H. Loomis of counsel 
for the 


Union Pacific explained the proposi- 
tion to the court. He said that as a 
matter of fact the Union Pacific and 
the Southern Pacific were in reality as 
distinct as they ever could be: but the 
supreme court had ordered the Union 
Pacific to dispose of its Southern Pa- 
cific stock and the former road was 
doing its best to accomplish this on 
the ibest possible terms to its stock- 
hollers. He said that the Union Pa- 
cific did not guarantee to carry out 
either of the two principal plans pro- 
posed even though the court approved 
both of them. If it should be found 
that to follow either of them would 
involve too great a sacrifice to the 
Union Pacific stockholders the dispo- 
sition of the stocks would be left to 
the court. 


Attorney General McHeynolda, In 


opposing fhp plans proposed by the 
Union Pacific, said that he regreeted 
that the railroads had been unable to 


effect a deal whereby the Union Pacific

operating from Ogden to San Fran- 
cisco, in exchange tor its Southern 
Pacific stock.

to institute an expensive litigation to

"Washington, June 12.—[Special.]—It 


looks as it' the independence of the 
Philippines were assured, with four 
Democratic declarations in national 
conventions in favor of that program 
and the casual indorsement President 
Wilson has given the Jones bill. Of 
course it is no easy matter to pass a 
bill of that kind through the senate 
•with the small majority which the 
party in power has. 


Should it happen that a few Demo- 


crats are opposed to the policy of giv- 
ing 
the 
Filipinos independence 
it 


would lie found nn easy matter to side- 
track a hill for that purpose, even if 
it were bucked by the president; but. 
more than that, a Republican filibuster 
might prolong the debate far beyond 
the endurance of the desire of those 
who wanted to put the bill through, 
and it could be defeated in that way. 


Cannot Control the Future. 


There is another fact which should 


not be overlooked. 
The proposal as 


contained in the Jones bill is to allow 
the Philippines independence in eight 
years. In that time four different con- 
gresses will have been elected, two 
more presidents chosen, and it is quite 
possible that the congresses hereafter 
elected may be Republican, in which 
event they would have power to repeal 
the independence legislation. 


Of course it would be difficult to re- 


peal such a program, especially if the 
Filipinos became dead in earnest and 
insisted upon self government. 
No 


doubt it would mean another insurrec- 
tion. 
Rut whatever may happen in 


the future there seems no doubt that n 
very strong effort will be made to 
grant independence to the Filipinos 
during tho session of the Sixty-third 
congress. 


Use of the Mail*.

government and not a right. That is 
a curious reasoning.

It could not say that people using 


the 
mails for legitimate purposes 


should be debarred from that facility. 
Yet that is lust where the postal au- 
thorities and the public differ.

have ever held that they have the pow- 
er to say who shall and who shall not 
use the mails. And congress has nev- 
er determined the differences by stat- 
ute.

ced. 


.John 
Searchrist, a' miner, was the 


first witness called, and was question- 
ed by Attorney Knight, regarding the 
Mucklow Hill battle. 


"How many men were there?" 
"About'one hundred," said the wit- 


ness. 


"Were they armed?" 
"Yes." 
"How many shots were fired?" 
"Well. I reckon I just couldn't say." 
"Didn't you fire any shots?" 
"Yes." 
"With what?" 
"With a gun." 
"Where did you get it?" 
"I bought it," said 
the witness, 


shifting a cud of tobacco and reach- 
ing for the committee's official cuspi- 
dor. 


He explained that he bought 
the 


gun "on the road" from a man he 
never had seen before, shortly after 
the strike began last April. 


Attorney Knight wanted
